A BIG BLAZE, 


Locomotives anda Canal Boat

NEW YORK, December 14.—The extensive 
depot and wharf, together with sixty cars and 
ten locomotives belonging to the Manhattan 
Beach Railroad Co., at Bay Ridge, were de- 
stroyed by fire at two o’clock this morning.

Poplar Street at the Mercy of a 
Wild-Rushing Trainof Freight 
Cars. |

A Defective Coupling-Pin Sends Fourteen 
Cars to Destruction. 


At 9 o’clock this morning a freight train on 
the Iron Mountain Road, consisting of thirty 
cattle and merchandise cars, and constitut- 
ing whatis known among railroad men as * a 
pull from the levee,” was being 
hauled by a couple of engines up 
the grade on Poplar street when 
it parted in the middle and 
the rear half of the train, comprising four- 
teen cars, began to descend the grade in an 
easterly direction. At the time the break 
occurred the engines were at about Eighth 
street and the cars, which were left to rush 
backwards, extended from about Sixth street 
to a short distance east of Fourth. 
lu a very few moments the uncontrollel 
section of the train gained a great impetus, 
and initsrushin an easterly direction it 
caught up with a box-wagon of the Union 
Transfer Company, whose driver niade 
strenuous but ineffectual attempts to save 
his team from ruin. The _ rushing train 
caught up with the backing team, threw the 
mules to the ground, cutting one of them to 
pieces and crushing the legs of the other and 
smashing the wagon, the driver 
luckily escaping . without injury, The 
collision with the mules threw_ the 
forward car off the track, and it worked rap- 
idly toward the south side of Poplar street, 
dashed across Second street in the direction 
of T. Kalb & Co.’s drug store, which is on 
the southeast corner of those streets, cut off 
the southeast corner of the building and 
leaped into the yard behind, expending its 
foree upon the stock of glassware and chem- 
icals stored there. By this time the second 
car had become derailed, and _ in 
its course it tore off the front 
of the saloon at No. 115 Poplar street, below 
which place the foremost of the cars left the 
track, apparently by general consent, and 
spread themselves ina huge wreck all over 
the street. The ntens*st excitement pre- 
vailed during the accident. Several teams 


serious catastrophe, as, had the train runs 
block further its s would have been so 
terrific that nothing could have withstood the 
shock of collision with it. His statement of 
the atfair ran as follows: : 

“I was driving wagon No. 191, of the 
Union Transfer Company, up Poplar street 
towards the Union Depot and an Iron Moun- 
tain train was going up immediately before 
me. When I was about thirty yards west of 
Third street, the rear part of the 
train had just passed Fourth 
street going west. At this moment the 
rear part of the train became detached from 
the rest of it and came back at a high rate of 
speed. I tried to back my team to Third 
street, as there was neither time nor space ig 
which toturn around.. Within a minute the 
rear car gtruck the tongue of the wagon and 
began carrying the mules and wagon along 
with it. For thirty-five yards we were car. 
ried this way, and then we were thrown to 
the side of the track.” 

The mules were both so terribly injureq 
that Officer Helsey was sent for and shot 
them to put an end to their misery. . 

The engines drawing the train were Nos. 
305 and 306 of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
and it is said that the accident happened at 
the moment that they. had just passed the 
brow of the hill. Asthis was done the en. 
gineer siacked up and the coupling broke, 
allowing half of the train to rush down the 
incline. The wrecking train of the Missouri 
Pacitic Railroad was on the scene very short 
ly after the occurrence and the indication 
was that the road would be clear again by 
the early part of the afternoon.

In 
all, seven ot the freight cars were 
damaged, some of them being about totally 
wrecked, while others were less heavily 
damaged. The damage to H. T. Kalb & Co.’s 
drug store is estimated at $3,500, and that of 
the building at $5,000, which, with the dam- 
age to the freight ears, will sweil the total 
loss up to about 815,000. 

+lhe wreck, inmediately after the occur- 
rence, extended all the way from Main street, 
where a truck of one of the dismantied ears 
had landed, after a flight through the air of 
about thirty feet, right across the {Poplar 
street track, upto Second street, where the 
foremost of the truant cars made its dash at 
the corner of the drug-store. ‘Taking a view 
of the wreck, beginning at this point, the first 
evidence of the extraordinary foree which 
lies in the momentum of fourteen freight 
rolling down a_ steepish grade 
provided = in the condition of 
three story building whose 
stout brick walls first bore the brunt of the 
collision, Its southeast corner was found to 
be tornout toa height of fifteen feet, the 
hole being about eight feet in width. In the 
yard lay the freight car, badly disintegrat- 
ed itselfand lying in the midst of a debris 
of broken fence boards, crushed carboys, 
bent railroad iron, fragments of glass bot- 
tles, car-wheels, bricks and mortar. The 
dainage to the building was by no means in- 
cluded in the holein the wal! where the 
car tore its way through. The noruhern wall, 
overhanging Poplar street, was bad!y shat. 
tered, crackS extending up and along 
it, while the eastern wall, facing 
the vard, gave evidences of 
early collapse. <A little further down the 
street stood three treight cars still on the 
track, but badly shaken up.

Address of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture Before Mississippi 
Cane-Growers’ Con- 
vention, 


Costly Result of Experiments at Washington 
With Sorghum Cane--A Review of 
a New Industry. 


The second day’s session of the convention 
of the Mississippi Valley Cane Growers’ As- 
eociation Was called to order at10 o'clock 
this morning in the Directors’ room in the 
Polytechnie building at Seventh and Chest- 
sut streets. A number of strangers were 
oresent besides the members of the Associa- 
tion. The event of the morning wasan ad- 
dress on the subject of the sorghum industry 
by Hon. Geo. B. Loring, Commissioner of 
Agriculture. Dr. Loring said: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Before 1 begin my address I desire to make 
a personal explanation—a thing which I very 
seldom do. I find that a newspaper (Farmers’ 
Review, of Chicago) has been Industriously 
circulated through this hall, containing a 
very severe and unreasonable attack upon 
myself as Commissioner of Agriculture. I 
do not mean to say that anv gentleman in 
this hall has read the newspaper, but I have, 
and possibly some ol those present have, and 
perhaps it may have leftan unjust impres- 
sion in vourminds, The paper charges me 
with being erroneous in the statistical in- 
formation prepared by the department. It 
states that the final estimates of the corn 
crop made by the statistician of the 
department placed the crop at 1,650,000,000 
bushels. If [remember right the next esti- 
mate placed it at 1,680,000,000 bushels, and 
that lmyself,in my enthusiasm and inex- 
perience, had stated in an interview by 
a Boston reporter that the corn crop would 
be 1,800,000,000 bushels this year. It further 
says that 1 probably secured this informa- 
tion during a junketing tour that I took 
through the Northwest for the purpose of 
meeting certain aspiring politicians on the 
fair grounds.

TRIBAL TITLES. 

Less than 20,000 Cherokees own in the In- 
dian Territory over 4,000,000 acres of land, 
or Something over 200 acres apiece. As this 
land all belongs to the tribe and not to indi- 
viduals it remains unimproved, and onlv one 
acre in fifty is cultivated. A writer for the 
New York Herald, who has been spending 
seven months in the Territory, tells one rea- 
son why the Cherokees cling to the tribal 
relation and its communal land system. They 
say that by treaty the United States gave 
them 14,000,000 acres and subsequently con- 
strained them to cede back about 10,V00,000 
acres. Their patent for the remainder con- 
tains a reservation which was not in the 
treaty, that ‘“‘the lands shall revert to the 
United States if the Cherokee Nation be- 
comes extinct or abandons the same.”” This, 
they say, compels them to maintain the 
tribal relation and to hold the land as tribal 
because the title is vested in the 
would become extinct and 
the land would revert to the United 
States the moment they attempted to di- 
vide it among themselves and become citi- 
zens of the United States. Of course there 
wou!d be something in this ideaif anybody 
preposed to abolish the tribal organization 
and make them citizens of the United States 
under a Territorial Government without at 
the same time securing their ownership of 
the land by a better title than they now 
have. But they strenuously opposed the 
_passage of the FRANKLIN bill, which con- 
| tained provisions for the partition of all their 
| land among thein in severaity. The loss of 
' two-thirds of the land they formerly held 
‘under treaties and tribal patents should have 
| taught them the insecurity of such a tenure. 
Our courts have decided that a treaty with 
‘a domestic dependency” like the Cherokee 
| Nation has no legal force, and, as the tribe 

has no Jegal status as a corporation, its pat- 

ent conveys to it nota fee simple property 
.in the land, but only a revocable right of oc- 
cupancy. A bill giving the Cherokees a 
Territorial Government as citizens of the 
| United States and providing for the survey, 
allotment and patenting of their lands to 
them in severalty would not only secure to 
them all that remains of their original grant,

LAND MONOPOLY. 

In the treaty of annexation, Texas re- 
seryed the right to dispose of her public 
lands and of the proceeds thereof in herown 
way, and she is now becoming aware of the 
fact that she has been parting with them in 
a way which will entall a very troublesome 
land question on future generations of her 
people. They have apparently assumed that 
their 175,000,000, acres would remain a drug 
on the hands of the State forever, un- 


Jess it could be given away or sold in huge 
wholesale-parcels at merely nominal prices 
to encourage immigration. The consequence 
is that vast tracts of the coast counties and 
of the northwestern section of the State 
have been sold to non-resident specu- 
lators, or to cattle and sheep men who 
bold it for mere grazing purposes, excluding 
population and all other industries from 
large districts, which, if subdivided into 
small holdings, would soon teem with peo- 
ple and valuable productions of the soil. The 
news from Austin is that the land held at 
fifty cents an acre is being so rapidly taken 
by grazing companies and syndicates of spec- 
ulators that it will all be gone before the 
Legislature can meet to stop the business by 
putting up the price and limiting the size of 
tracts. Texas papers are sounding the alarm, 
and some of them declare that the State will 
soon have in her treasury several millions of 
dollars which she does not want, in exchange 
for five or six million acres dedicated to soli- 
tude and sheep. A similar outcry comes 
from Colorado, New Mexico and other parts 
of the West where large capitalists and 
wealthy companies manage to monopolize 
the use of millions of acres of grazing land 
without paying for it, by simply buying and 
fencing strips of land along the water 
courses so that only their own herds can get 
access to water. 


CLAIM SHARKS. 

The recent revelation that a city official 
was engaged in the unsavory business of 
buying up valid claims against the city at 
one-fourth of their face value, does not speak 
well for the credit ot the city nor for the 
reputation of the city officials. The duty 
of the city to meet its obligations promptly 
extends not only to the payment of interest 
and salaries, but also to the small claims for 
services rendered, such as the payment of 
judges and clerks of election, out of which 
the recent scandal has arisen. If any 
city official is permitted to go into the 
brokerage business in claims against the 
city and to make money by buying small 
claims, it offers a great temptation to other 
officials to go into the same business and to 
make money in the same way, and 
thus it becomes the interest of these of- 
ficials to put all possible obstacles in the way 
of such payments until they are made to pay 
the toll of the brokers, which, as we have 
seen, amounts to three-fourths of the whole 
claim. Such a scandal should not be per- 
mitted, but it should also not be possible, as 
there is an easy way to prevent it, and that 
is for the city to make decent provision 
for its petty expenses and for the prompt 
payment upon presentation of the small 
claims which arise. The Municipal Assembiy 
could not have been ignorant that an elec- 
tion would be held in November, and they 
could not have beenignorant that after the 
election several hundred judges and clerks 
would have claims against the city for the 
trifling amounts of their compensation. If 
they refused to make any provision for the 
payment of these amounts we biame them 
more severely than we blame the smart 
official who attempted to turn a dishonest 
penny out of their negligence.

FIELD'S errers 
were his distinguished public 
high honor to which he was raised and the 
sad circumstances of his death would incline 
his harshest critics to deal Nghtly with his 
offenses. But none of these circumstances 
avail to change the facts of history, and these 
facts show that in his political career GAR- 
FIELD was neither better nor worse than the 
party to which he belonged. It is no un- 
common thing to find men in public life who 
have one standard of morality to eontrol 
their private actions and a very different 
standard of political morality, and this has 
been especially conspicuous in the history of 
the Republican party. Having had control 
of the Government during its struggle with 
the Rebellion, theycame to look upon the 
continuance of their party in power,not as a 
means towards an end, but as an end so im- 
portant that it justified any means by which 
it might be accomplished, In this moral 
obliquity GARFIELD was involved as deeply 
as HUBBELL and BRADY and DORSEY and 
FiLLey, and the other campaign managers 
whose aid he accepted, and by whose efforts 
he succeeded, and his reputation cannot but 
suffer from his association with them. This 
is, for many reasons, to be regretted, but it 
does not constitute any sufficient reason for 
tampering with the records of fact, nor for 
falsifying history by any attempt at sup- 
pression.

A Coal Operator’s Views. 
St. Louis, December 12, 1882. 
To the Eaitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your paper of this day appears an item stat- 
ing that a meeting of coal miners was in progress 
in East St. Louis for the purpose of having the 
miners come forward and express their indigna- 
tion of the treatment they are receiving from the 
coal operators who agreed to pay them three cents 
per bushel for.mining coal, but are now only pay- 


ing them two cents. In part, I am sorry to 
say, this item is correct, but in the 
main it is entirely wrong. You make 
itappear in your article as though all the coal 
operators were compelling their miners to work 
for two cents, which I must sayis all wrong. 
There are two coal operaiors who have mines in 
Belleville, LiL, who have succeeded in getting 
their miners to work for two cents. Now you take 
the difference between the number of coal oper- 
ators in the district and the two who are paying 
two cents, and you have left a great many oper- 
ators that your article does injustice to. tt does 
them injustice in several ways. lcan assure you 
that the majority of the coal operators in the Beile- 
ville district have no desire whatever of reducing 
the price of mining, as the coal miners aie not 
well enough paid at pren for the work they do, 
as itis both hard and dangerous. I am glad tosee 
the miners take steps to stop a reduction of their 
wages, and I, for one, hope they will succeed, and 
I would be willing to advance their wages if they 
would demand it. If they want to prevent a re- 
duction of their wages they must stop those par- 
ties who are getting their miners to work for two 
cents, immediately, for if they do not those opera- 
tors will succeed in putting the price of coal down, 
and the consequence will he that the operators 
now paying three cents will either be compeiled 
to sell coal at a loss or request their miners to 
work at the same price which would do great in- 
jury to the now poorly paid miners and would not 
generally help the operators. There are a great 
iuany reasons why the miners’ wages should not 
be reduced which I could give. But I fear I 
have already taken too much of your valuable 
space. Trusting you will publish this ana hoping 
it will help the miners some,

Mexican Soldiers and their Pensions. 
St. Louis, December 13. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispaten: 

A Washington dispatch dated the 12th states 
that the Commitiee ou Pensions had agreed to 
ask that next Tuesday be set apart by the House 
for the consideration of the Mexican Service bill. 
Will you be Kind enough to answer a few questions 
relating to pensions, and explain why so much 
partiality has been shown? The soldiers who 
were wounded in the war of the Rebellion draw a 
pension, dating, I believe, from the time of their 
discharge; am I correct? The widows of the 
soldiers of that war draw their pension from 
the time of the husband’s death; am 


I not right? The widows of the Mexican soldiers 
are pensioned either from the time of the hus- 
band’s discharge or death, which? The Mexican 
soldiers, as all know, have never been pensioned. 
Am Lright? If so, what year was the act passed? 
Aiter many years, the widows of the soldiers 
of the war 0 1812 were pensioned. 
The first. act, passedl believe, in 1871, 
gave only to those who were married before 
the treaty of peace was signed. The act was 
amended in 1879, but no arrears were voted them. 
Tothe Mexican soldiers’ widows, and widows 
of the war of the _ RKebellion, arrears 
are given. Why have not the old 
widows whose husbands fought, suffered 
and endured privations and hardships that were 
never known to the soldiers of the last war, been 
cared for in the same mauner? Is it because there 
was no vcice in Congress to plead for them? If so 
I hope the Forty-seventh Congress will do itself 
the honor to place allon the same list and prove 
to the country and the world their charity for al), 
by becoming the beneiactor and friendof those 
who have been so long neglected.

THE GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 


Details of the Monitor-Merrimac Fight 
Furnished by Eye- Witnesses. 
St. Lours, December 13, 1882. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Reynolds,” in his article yesterday, says he 

“was an eye-witness” of the battles between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac on the 8th and 9th of 
Mareh, 1862, and that he “saw the fight with the 
Minnesota,” and asserts as a “fact beyond dis- 
pute” that the Merrimac was not injured in her 
fight with the little Monitor. And to-Tay 
“Moneto” comes to the front and declares 
that the fight was a victorious one for 
the Merrimac, in this: that “the Monitor, 
satisfied with the lesson received, and ostensibly 
on account of some slight injury, rather than any 
serious damage, steamed off into shoal water and 
declined to renewthe combat.” Both gentlemen 
err in their statements, doubtless from sheer ig- 
norance of the facts. The truth is, between 12 
and 1 o’elock on Saturday, March 8, the Merrimac 
was sighted steaming down the Elizabeth River, 
near Craney Island, by* the lookout stationed in 
the cupola of the Chesapeake Female Seminary. 
near Hampton, and the fact signaled to the sta- 
tion on the parapet at Fort Monroe. 
A few moments later the signal gun 
at the Fort gave notice to the fleet, and about the 
sume time the signal gun at Newport News gave 
notice that the approach of the Merrimac had 
been observed at that station. he Merrimac and 
two gunboats from Norfolk continued directly on 
their course inthe direction of Newport News 
where the frigates Cumberland,and Congress,were 
lying anchored under the guns of the water bat- 
tery on shore. The Merrimac fired her first shot 
at the Congress and then a broadside at the Cuim- 
berland which was returned by a broadside from 
the Cumberland. The Merrimac then, under a 
full headway sent her iron prow 
crashin into the side of the 
Cumberland, then backed down a little and again 
rushed onto her, this time striking herin the 
waist. At this time the Cumberland was ye 
fast; as she was making her last Jureh, as if hurl- 
ing defiance iu the teeth o1 her armored enemy, 
she discharged her last broadside at her. The 
Cuniberiand went down about 3:30 p.m., having 
been engaged with the Merrimac, Jamestown, 
Patrick Henrv, Yorktown, Teaser and one other 
Confederate gun-boat fully an hour aad a half be- 
fore she sunk beneath the waters of the James. 
Reynolds says: “The erew of the Cumberland 
were su taken by surprise, and the vessel sank so 
soon after beiug struck that their only thought 
was for personal safety.” So much tor “Rey- 
nolds’’’ bosh, 
The Merrimac, after the Cumberland had been 
disposed of, turned her attention to the Con- 
ress, Which was then under fire trom the Teaser, 
amestown, Yorktown, Henry and one or two 
other Confederate gun-boats. ‘The white flag was 
run up on the Congress and one of the Confeder- 
ate vessels steamed in totakeoff the of- 
ficers and crew. At this time the shore batieries, 
under command of Gen. Manstield, were keeping 
up a_ hot fire on the Coniederuate 
boats, and in order to silence’ them 
the Confederate vessels again opened on the Con- 
gress, and set ber on fire. 

During the time that the Merrimac was en- 
aged with the Cuinberland and Cougress, the 
‘irst New York Mounted Kifles (dismounted) ana 
LWo Other regiments Wilh Speucer Cuibiues, were 
lying upon the beach Coustantly at Work as sharp- 
suovters.

Scholer and advertised 
them for sale on the 4th of January, 1882, at 
the Court-house door, between 9 a. m. and 5 
»y.m. At the foot of hand-bill was the an- 
nouncement: “Sale commences at 10 a. m. 
Neither Scholer nor his attorney saw a copy 
of the hand-bill. The day before the 
sale Mr. Hirzel, the attorney for Beholer, 
went to the Sheriff’s office and was informe 
by his son that the sale would not come off 
before noon, the usual hour. Mr. Hirzel said 
at the time that he proposed to do something 
in the matter and it was important for him 
to know. Mr. Scholer intended to ap- 
peal from the judgment and to give & 
supersedeas bonds in the Circuit Court the 
morning of the sale. At 10 o’clock that 
morning Scholer, his attorney, and proposed 
sureties on the appeal bond appeared in 
court, and, while awaiting the ear of the 
Judge, word was brought to Sholer’s attorney 
that the Sheriti was at that 
moment selling Scholer’s shares of 
stock on the ground floor of the Court-house 
below him, They rushed down stairs, but 
the sale had ended. The Sheriff’s deputies 
accompanied by Isaac Cook and Judge John 
M. Krum, his attorney, appeared at 10 
o’clock precisely at the east front, and the 
333 shares of Scholer’s stock 
were put up in alump and sold to Ike Cook 
for $10 a share, or $3,380 for the lot. Mr. 
Scholer moved in the Circuit Court to set 
aside the sale, and notice was served on Mr. 
Cook in Washington, D. C., but he did not 
appear at the hearing. It was 
shown that the shares of stuck at the time 
were worth $75 to $100 per share. The Court 
set aside the sale on the foregoing statement 
of facts supported by evidence and the Wine 
Company appealed. “It is a ciose corpora- 
tion,” argued Kehr & ‘Tittmaun for Mr, 
Scholer before the Court of Appeals, 
“All the stock is held by Ike Cook and his 
family. It has no debts of any consegence; 
the stock is full paid and its par value is $100 
per share. At $75 per share Scholer’s shares 
were worth $24,975 on the day
